to make it a Aeſſel of Honour, 02a Veſſel 
of diſhonour; and vet we will not be reaſg- 
ned withal foz the cauſe, but we wil, mau 
hal apply his whole wil vnto our wil, and 
to ſap with our only Sonne e Uicegerent 
Jeſus Chziſt, Fiat voluntas tus: Not our 
villes, but this thy will in all things may be 
done, Foz thy wil is holp, e is a wili that 
can not alter t change, vnto the which all 
Creatures in heaue, earth t hel muſt obep. 
Ifman ſhall thus obedientip pꝛoſtrate his 
whole heart vntoour cozrecion, whether it 
bein loſſe of gods,fMckneſſe , oz anyother 
aduerſities whatſoeuer it ſhal pleaſe vs to 
touch man withall: that then man ſhall ve 
ſure, we will ſo vſe him at length, he ſhall 
not bee tempted aboue that hee is able ta 
bears: And as our Lo2d Chaunceler Paul 
ſepth, Whoſocuer doeth pur theit truſt 
in Vs, thall not be contounded. And our 
Cinballadoz King Dauid ſapeth : Iwlci 
rribulationes Iuſtorum, & de omnibus hiss 
liberauit cum Dommus, 


Unto 
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tions, but the Lord deliuereth tliem from 
all. Therfoze we will, man chalbe fayth⸗ 


full in temptation, vea, and to giue vp his 


whole life into our handes, and fo fearc 
nothing that ſhal come of vs, what ſocuer 
halbe la ped to his charge, but to remem⸗ 
ber, that in all things we ſceke his pꝛoftt, 
pea, though we take his tempozall life 
from bim, inthe which we will be glo:v- 
fied, and gloꝛiſpy him againe. Foz as it is 
ſaid: Precioſa in conſpeclus Domini, mor: 
Santtorum eius: That is: The death of 
the Faythfull is precious in cur ſight. Me 
wil, man ſhal take no paines ſoꝛ our pleas 
ſure, but that we will double recompencc 
againe. Fo2 our ontlp Donne and Uice 
gerent hath ſaid: Beatz gui logent: Beati 
qui per ſeguuntur, Cc. Bleiled are they that 
mouringtor they ſhalbe comtorted: Bleſſed 
are they that ſuffer perl=cution for righte- 
ouſnes lake, for theirs is tlie kingdome ct 
God: Bleſl: d are yor, vhen men ſnal te- 
uile you, and perſe cute yo, and falſely la 
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all maner of euil ſayingi againſt you ſor my 
names ſake: reioyce and be glad, for great 
is your reward in heauen. What map be 
moze (aid? What thing can we moge pꝛo⸗ 
mile? Mhertoze man ſhall vnderſtans, 
in all things we will, that man ſhalbe obe- 
dient and confozmable vato ouc will and 
Gadly pleaſure , the Act befoze notwiths 
landing. 

Allo, we haue enacted, that enery per- 
fon oz perſons ſhall vnder ſtand, that nes 
uer alter this we ſhall alter oz change any 
part 02 partes of that wee hangonadeo :- 
But as our Micegerent ſayth ; _ Heaucn 
and earth ſhall alter, but Our Word ſhall 
not alter. Foz aur Wozd is Dur'gwas 
ſelfe, and we are not changeable in Dur 
ſelle: Me are omnlpotent; without begin- 
ning, without ending, holieſt of holieſt, ſo 
fixed and knit in e uerlaſting Traeth, that 
all that we haue ſapd, cannot alter noz bee 
vndone, bat enermoze fo ſtand. Whet- 
fo:e by vertue of this (ayd dd, We mill, 
that no other of our terre ſtriall creatures 


thall, 
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chall, in their connſell oz counſelles, inuay 
oꝛ ſupp;efſe any part oꝛ partes of that that 
wee haue ſa vd oz enacted: but that euery 
per ſon oz perſons, in all their counſels, ſhal 
bane pꝛoſpect to our la wes, grounding the- 
ſelues on Our Foundation that Me haue 
lapd: Foz Mee know Our ſelfe to bee as 
wiſe as they in all things, what was met, 
and what was vnmert: whoſe laws alſa 
be ſancified by our Lawes,if they bocon- 
ſonant; and whole lawes alſo be accurſed 
byourlawes, if they be contrary; ſo that 
with what meaſare it is deliuerco, the 
ſame ſhall be delinered againe: yet by Our 
Law, all things ſhalbe iuſtlp iudged. 

Be it knowne there foꝛe, that this ts the 
firſt and laſt Parliament, th at we haue oz 
will ta enacꝭ our la wes foʒ euermoze: an? 
when thetime ſhal come (as we haue it ap⸗ 
popnted) to all Kings and Empcrours, 
with all other Potentates betoze vs, fo 
render acconnt beloze Us, foz the erecu⸗ 
ting al Dur Mtli and Lawes, whether 
they bane done wozthily o; gy 
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| befoze Ts it hall appeare: and thoſe that 
Me haue found fapthfall and truũ v, We 
hall delluer them from the dangers of 
the Lawe, to raigne with vs enerlaſfing 2 
gnd agapne, the tranſgreſours oz males 
faco2s of the ſame, ſhall fall into the 
euerlaſting curſe of the Law, 
which is damnation
